Institutional  Provision  for  Mothers  and  Children. 


As  a  result  of  bomb  damage  to  Public  Assistance  Institutions 
normal  necessitous  maternity  cases  requiring  institutional  treatment 
could  not  be  admitted,  and  arrangements  were  made  with  local  private 
nursing  homes  for  the  admission  of  such  cases  at  an  agreed  charge. 

During  the  year  11  normal  cases  of  pregnancy  including  3

Samples  were  taken  on  June  2’jird  and  June  26th, 
one  from  the  Pool  and  one  from  the  large  bath.  The  results 
afford  conclusive  evidence  of  the  contaminating  effect  of 
the  bathers  on  the  water  in  the  baths.  Whereas  the  sample 
taken  from  the  Pool  showed  contamination  wholly  of  vegetable 
ahd  soil  origin,  the  sample  from  the  bath  gave  results 
indicating  the  presence  of  bacteria  of  probably  human  intestinal 
origin,  rendering  it  unfit  for  use  as  a  summing  bath  water.

The  occupier  of  this  site,  who  had  held  a  licence 
for  the  previous  two  years  was  prosecuted  for  failure  to  renew  the 
licence  and  was  fined  by  the  Court.  An  application  to  the  Council 
by  the  occupier  for  renewal  of  his  licence  was  refused  and  on 
appeal  to  the  Court  the  Council’s  decision  was  upheld.  Individual 
applications  for  licences  by  29  van  owners  were  made  to  the  Council 
and  were  refused  -and  'the  hearing  of  appeals  to  the  Court  is  pending. 
(The  appeals  were  subsequently  allowed  on  conditions) . 


The  Council’s  decision  to  reufse  licences  for  the  site  was 
based  on  the  insanitary  conditions  arising  out  of  inadequate 
provision  for  sewage  disposal.  A  cesspool  of ‘’approximately  I50 
gallons  effective  capacity,  with  an  overflow  to  a  breeze  pit,  had 
been  provided  for  the  Mill  House  and  pleasure  parties.  The  breeze 
pit  gradually  silted  up  with  solids  and  in  consequence  the  raw 
sewage  from  the  cesspool  overflowed  into  the  surface.  So 
ineffective  had  the  system  become  that  emptying  provided  no  relief 
to  the  nuisance.

The  feeding  and  killing  of  pigs  for  home  consumption  and  not 
for  sale  has  increased  to  such  an  extent  that,  as  a  source  of  the 
meat  supply  of  the  Borough  it  cannot  be  disregarded  completely. 

The  slaughtering  is  not  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Meat 
Regulations  and  the  caracses,  if  diseased  or  'unsound  may  not  be 
seized  or  condemned.  Nevertheless  informal  inspections  of  a  large 
proportion  of  the  carcases  were  carried  out  and  some  10$  of  those 
inspected  were  found  to  be  infected  by  tuberculosis.  Advice  was 
given  as  to  the  disposal  of  the  unfit  meat  but  it  is  hot  certain 
that  such  advice  was  accepted  in  every  case.

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

Three  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  and  all  were  treated 
at  the  outpatient  department  of  the  Birmingham  and  Midland  Eye 
Hospital.  In  each  case  the  disease  was  mild  and  recovery  was 
complete  without  any  damage  to  the  eyes.

For  the  second  year  in  succession  an  outbreak  of  para-typhoid 
B.  occurred  in  the  Borough.  Twenty  cases  were  notified  but  in  two 
the  diagnosis  was  revised.  The  first  case  arose  in  the  middle  of 
March  and  was  probably  not  connected  with  the  main  outbreak  which

began  in  the  middle  of  May.  Eleven  cases  notifd^ed.  with  onset 

between  May  14th  and  May  Jlst,  three  with  onset  in  the  first  fortnight 
of  June,  one  on  July  3rd,  one  on  August  12th  and  one  on  October  6th. 

Cases  occurred  in  all  age  groups  but  two  (5-4  years  and 
55-45  years)  from  1  year  to  65  years  and  over,  but  the  highest 
incidence  was  in  the  age  group  20-55  years  (7  cases).  Fifteen  of  the 
cases  occurred  in  females  and  5  in  males.  Cases  were  notified  from 
all  Wards  with  the  exception  of  Boldraere  East,  but  44%  of  the  cases 
occurred  in  Boldmere  West. 

Investigation  eliminated  any  local  trade  or  establishment 
as  a  source  of  the  infection  and  with  one  doubtful  exception  no 
case  was  traced  to  a  pre-existing  case^known  or  suspected.  Milk  and 
water  could  be  immediately  excluded  as  possible  vectors  as  well  as 
the  other  common  foods,  but  having  regard  to  the  experience  of  a 
similar  outbreak  in  1940  in  whib'h  synthetic  cream  appeared  to  be 
implicated  in  a  number  of  cases,  a  special  inquir#  as  to  the 
consignment  of  this  confection  was  made  in  each  case.  As  a  result
